$73,871 State Aid For 
Jefferson County Roads 

Twenty-nine of Jefferson Coun- 
ty's roads will get state aid this 
summer, when this county's share 
of the $5,000,000 state aid fund, 
amounting to $73,871.42 is spent 
for reconditioning, the Kentucky 
Department of Highways has 
just announced. The new agree- 
ment between the Fiscal Court 
and the Highway Department 
covers the fiscal year ending 
March 31, 1949. 

Five of the projects are for 
grade, drain and traffic bound 
surfacing and 13 are to cover 
widening, extending and con- 
struction or repair of bridges and 
culverts. A total of 20.1 miles of 
bituminous surfacing and resur- 
facing is also included in the pro- 

The state-aid projects recom- 
mended by the county and ap 
proved by the department were 
listed by Rural Highway Direc-

The Basis of Fello\ 

AMONG all peoples is a deep 
desire and need for fellow- 
ship; not mere human asso- 
ciation, but universal brotherhood 
expressed in spiritual understand- 
ing and Christlike compassion.

Fellow columnist Bob Small- 
ood (Beattyville Enterprise) 
thinks I was unfair to Ladino 
clover and 31 fescue in a recent 
article. I offered no criticism of 
ro forage crops. What I 
tried to do was to caution fann- 
against believing sowing 
Ladino or fescue was like jit- 
tering lead birdshot on tj*. 
ground and harvesting gold ndg-J 
gets as big as grapefruit. I passed 
along a report from a test fescue 
is not as high as it might be in 
feed value. All I said about Lad- 
ino was that I had sowed it and 
was awaiting results. 

Fescue and Ladino seed is sell- 
ing at fabulous prices, which may 
account in part for the ballyhoo. 

Two years ago I visited a fescue 
seed farm in Christian county 
and saw the stuff growing on four 
fields varying in fertility frqrn

It was doing well on 
soil that probably would not have 
sprouted lespedeza. 

As a cover crop, particularly on 
thin land, and as grazing for cat- 
tle, fescue has my wholehearted 
endorsement. I would recommend 
it for 40 per cent of the farms in 
Kentucky. It will enable. farmers 
with thin land to raise cattle or 
sheep cheaply, and to check 
sion. 

In an article last fall I figured 
that Kentucky farmers could in- 
crease beef cattle production $60,- 
000,000 by utilizing the grass and 
other forage they already have. 
Nobody accused me of exaggerat- 
ing. Fescue, when the seed is 
cheap enough for farmers with 
thin land to afford it, should dou- 
ble my figures. 

I don't like to hear press agents 
hired or voluntary, claim miracles 
for anything farmers have to buy. 
Last year a chemical weed 
killer was tried out with con- 
siderable success in growing corn, 
and the ballyhoo was loud and 
long. I am going to wait a year 
or two before spraying my corn- 
fields with a weed killer. 

The other day I asked a very 
able county agent what our corn 
land, particularly bottom land, 
would do for humus if there were 
ho weeds to plow under.
